What’s the Frequency, Tony Rack? 

Will OC’s DA ever prosecute the county’s illegal jail-snitch program? 



T o a con artist with a badge, such 
as Orange County Sheriff’s 
Department (OCSD) deputy 
Ben Garcia, disinformation is 
the key to maintaining a respectable public 
appearance. A veteran officer in the Spe¬ 
cial Handling unit overseeing high-profile 
inmates, Garcia became an involuntary, 
vital witness in the 2014-15 hearings on 
law enforcements’ rogue informant pro¬ 
gram that secretly tilted untold dozens of 
cases in favor of the government. During 
double-digit hours 
on the witness 
stand, the deputy’s 
stance was as firm 
as it was disingenu¬ 
ous: There couldn’t 
have been any 
cheating because 
OCSD didn’t even 
operate an infor¬ 
mant program. 

“We don’t have 
informants inside 
[our jails],” Garcia testified under oath 
without cracking a grin on May 6,2014. 

The deputy likely believed jail-system 
intricacies would make enough of an 
indecipherable bureaucratic maze that no 
outsider could ever prove he’d lied repeat¬ 
edly in People v. Scott Dekraai, a pending 
death-penalty case, no less. But he guessed 
wrong. Scott Sanders, Dekraai’s defense 
lawyer, probed for more than a year, pieced 
together long-hidden records, piqued Supe¬ 
rior Court Judge Thomas M. Goethals’ curi¬ 
osity to call for testimony, and ultimately 
solved the mystery of why exculpatory evi¬ 
dence from the jails rarely, if ever, finds its 
way to defendants, as the law requires. 

We now know brazen, systemic cheating 
has occurred for—and you can’t make this 
up—at least a quarter of a century. Wading 
in the deep end of this cesspool are Garcia 
and his unit partner, Seth Tunstall. On 
March 12, Goethals officially labeled the 
two deputies prolific liars. It would be one 
thing if they were jailers handling mean¬ 
ingless chores. But that’s not the situation: 
Garcia and Tunstall are steeped in major 
felony cases for Orange County District 
Attorney Tony Rackauckas, as well as for a 
U.S. Department of Justice/FBI task force. 

An average citizen caught committing 
perjury would face consequences, but the 
deputies have a powerful sugar daddy and 
sugar momma: Rackauckas and Sheriff 
Sandra Hutchens. One keeps the liars on 
duty earning ample six-figure incomes, and 
the other, the only person with the power 
to file charges, remains idle. Rackauckas, 
who has no interest in discrediting his own 
cases, says everything is hunky-dory. 


The absurdity of the situation can’t be 
overstated. Despite the perjury by Garcia 
and Tunstall, OCSD has been operating a 
highly active jailhouse-informant opera¬ 
tion for prosecutors. There are so many in- 
custody snitches they are literally bounc¬ 
ing off one another in search of material 
they can use to win perks: dropped cases, 
reduced punishment, cherished fast-food 
meals, better housing, electronic-game 
sessions, longer dayroom privileges, tax¬ 
payer cash and clandestine trips outside 
their barbed-wire surroundings. 

When in compliance with well-estab¬ 
lished laws, informant programs are a 
legitimate police tool. But our sheriffs, pros¬ 
ecutors and judges have permitted ever- 
increasing, unnecessary secrecy inside the 
jails. This allows warped deputies to oper¬ 
ate as if the OC Jail were their personal doll¬ 
house, with pretrial defendants as toys in 
their childish, illegal—even sadistic—games. 

Imagine the hoot officers must have 
had on the night of Aug. 22,2010. That’s 
when intake-center deputies—using their 
secretive classification system supposedly 
designed for inmate safety—arranged a lop¬ 
sided gladiator-style contest without fear 
of accountability. They placed Brian Lee 
James, a mentally unstable, white-suprem¬ 
acist thug facing California’s Three Strikes 
Law, in a small cell with the type of person 
his gang, Public Enemy Number One Death 
Squad (PEN1), craves for attack: a man 
arrested for child molestation. Though the 
charge turned out to be false, guess which 
person nearly died from shoelace strangu¬ 
lation while deputies chatted nearby? 

A landmark 1964 U.S. Supreme Court 
case, Massiah v. United States, prohibits the 
government from plotting ways to entice 
self-incriminating statements from charged 
defendants who are awaiting trial and have 
legal representation. It’s not advanced cal¬ 
culus; first-year law-school students and 
rookie cops can grasp the concept. 

But Goethals’ special hearings proved 
that Garcia, Tunstall and the Special Han¬ 
dling unit routinely implemented scams 
to circumvent Massiah’s constitutional 
protections. They manipulated informants’ 
housing locations to enhance chances 
they could elicit confessions from targeted 
inmates. They encouraged informants to 
ask questions on the government’s behalf. 
They altered informants’ color-coded wrist¬ 
bands from blue (considered likely snitches 
among the inmate population) to a less- 
alarming orange as a way to lure targets into 
talking. They hid records of the plots, as 
well as the rewards they distributed, so that 
if informants testified, the deputies could 
falsely claim they’d aided the prosecution 
out of noble motivations, a move designed 


to prevent defense lawyers from claiming 
testimony had been purchased. 

Consider this non-exhaustive list of 
Massiah transgressions OCSD employs: 

• The dis-iso scam. In July 2009, offi¬ 
cials masked Oscar Moriel’s informant role 
by funding his $1,500 payment to the Mex¬ 
ican Mafia; created fake, hostile paper¬ 
work; and moved him into a disciplinary/ 
isolation cell next to the target, Leonel 
Vega, who was eventually fooled into talk¬ 
ing about his pending murder case. 

• The relocate-the-homies scam. Work¬ 
ing in league with Special Handling depu¬ 
ties, informant Brian Ruorock penned 

a December 2011 note asking OCSD to 
“bounce” two inmates from the cell hous¬ 
ing Oscar Najera, the government’s target. 
Najera’s cellmates had been warning him 
not to answer Ruorock’s questions about 
his charges. “I’m making positive progress 
with him and feel [getting a confession] 
will be wrapped up before I go, but this is 
slowing it down—he’s already talking to 
me,” the snitch advised deputies. 

• The carrot/stick scam. In March 2011, 
Special Handling unit deputy Jonathan Lar¬ 
son made a secret entry into an agency data¬ 
base called TRED, a records system hidden 
from judges, juries and defense lawyers since 
1990. The note regarded informant Alexan¬ 
der Frosio and stated that either Frosio “pro¬ 
duce information” for the government or 
risk being forced to wear the inmate-reviled 
blue wristband that invites assaults. 

• The confess-or-die scam. In October 
2010, Mexican Mafia-tied hoodlum Jer¬ 
emy Bowles and his white-supremacist 
pal Lance Eric Wulff, then posing as the 
boss of the OC Skins gang, used their 


lethal reputations to work on govern¬ 
ment-targeted inmate Derek Adams. 
Deputies moved Adams to a cell near 
Wulff and Bowles, both vociferously anti¬ 
snitch in public declarations but actually 
secret OCSD informants. Wulff later told 
officials how he secured the confession: 

“I told [Adams] that, I said, ‘Look, the 
deal is you explain yourself now, and you 
won’t have to worry about [attack] in the 
future,”’ he recalled. “Then he explained 
everything [about his case].” 

• The throw-caution-to-the-wind 
scam. In 2009, Fernando Perez, a notori¬ 
ous criminal tied to the Mexican Mafia 
and facing life in prison told Garcia he 
would do “whatever” it took to win 
benefits. In subsequent years, Special 
Handling deputies placed several govern¬ 
ment targets including Isaac Palacios 
and Fabien Sanchez next to Perez’s cell, 
moves the deputy called coincidences. 
Perez claimed to secure confessions from 
both defendants and, on May 3,2011, 
sent a note to Garcia: “I believe I accom¬ 
plished my mission.” The deputy testified 
in 2014 he had no idea what Perez meant. 

In at least 36 cases, the answers to basic 
questions are identical. Did the OCSD vio¬ 
late Massiah ? Check. Did it hide evidence? 
Check. Would hidden evidence have helped 
the defense? Check. Law-enforcement 
managers won’t clean up the mess? Well, 
Mr. Rackauckas... what’s the answer?

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The Box Bandit 


How a Memorial Day tribute artwork turned 
San Clemente into a battleground

O n the afternoon of May 24, a 
painted wooden tissue box 
appeared at Marine Monument 
at Park Semper Fi in San Clem¬ 
ente. The 4-cubic-foot-sized box contained 
a note explaining the artwork was intended 
“to pay tribute to marines who died fighting 
for America’s freedom.” Markers hung from 
one corner, encouraging people to sign it. 

Painted around the base were crumpled 
red roses, tattered marine boots, and helmets 
balanced on top of M-16s. One side depicted 
a mourning wife and child. The other three 
sides featured crosses with dog tags and the 
names of 10 fallen marines. Four were locals 
killed in combat; the remaining six were 
Pendleton marines killed in the recent heli¬ 
copter crash over Nepal on May 12. 

A local graffiti artist who goes by the 
handle Bandit said he intended the box to 
be an uncontroversial, patriotic art display. 
“We live in a marine town that has a big 
celebration every year on Memorial Day,” 
he told the Weekly in a recent interview. 

“I sought to create an image that served a 
purpose: to respect and lend honor to the 
lives lost and those affected by that loss.” 

You’d think Bandit’s efforts would have 
been celebrated in a town full of jar heads 
and their families, but instead, the box 
ignited a tenacious tug-of-war contest 
between the artist and city officials. In 
less than 36 hours, the box moved seven 
times and twice disappeared. 

One of the first to see it was a marine 
named Josh Williams, age 25. Williams, who 
served two tours of duty in Afghanistan, 
circled the box with his family and wife, 

Lily. They all signed it with personal mes¬ 
sages. The next person was ex-mayor and 
former City Council member Wayne Egg¬ 
leston, who is also caretaker of the park and 
coordinator of the Memorial Day events. 
Eggleston was apoplectic with fury at what 
he perceived as an “act of vandalism.” 

“This box belongs here,” countered a 


bewildered Williams, shaking his head. “It 
is a tribute, not an act of vandalism at all.” 

At 2:30 p.m., the San Clemente sheriff 
blotter recorded a citizen complaining, 
“There was a large box, unaesthetically 
pleasing to the eye, in the way of an event 
he is hosting tomorrow.” 

City worker Jim Smetona arrived. After 
phoning his maintenance superintendent, 
Randy Little, Smetona relayed his boss’s 
response. “Public art in a public place,” 
Smetona announced. “I’m not moving 
that box. No laws are being broken.” Then 
he got in his truck and left. 

“The box is where the band is going to 
play,” fumed Eggleston. 

Cooperative plans to move the box 
ensued. First, three beefy marines helped 
to move it down the hill. But in the middle 
of the night, someone moved the box back; 
a note attached to it scolded the artist for 
not having official permission to display it 
there. At 6:34 the next morning, Smetona 
obeyed what he said were instructions to 
remove the box to the city yard. 

The morning of Memorial Day, people 
arrived looking for the box, some of them 
presumably alerted to the project on 
Bandit’s Instagram account, which has 
more than 2,000 followers. When they 
started asking where the box was, calls 
were made to the city, which agreed to 
return it to Bandit because it was his per¬ 
sonal property. Thus the box returned to 
the bottom of the hill, and after the band 
played, it went back up to the top. 

But at some point after midnight on 
May 26, the box once again disappeared. 
Although workers at the city yard initially 
denied they had the box, a few days later, 
they called Bandit and told him the box 
was ready for pick-up. “The purpose of the 
box was to honor those who fought for our 
freedom,” said Bandit. “Kinda ironic that 
displaying the box turned into a battle.”

Ten tips for dining at Napa Rose’s Chef’s Counter, the best way to eat at Disney’s fanciest restaurant 

BY EDWIN GOEI 


T his is it: Your Disneyland sum¬ 
mer. You bought an Annual 
Passport, and not just the 
Southern California Pass—you 
splurged for the Premium, the one that 
includes free parking and not a single 
blockout date. You’ve been to the parks so 
many times you’ve memorized the park¬ 
ing-tram announcements—both the Eng¬ 
lish recording and the Spanish translation. 
And earlier in the summer, you managed 
to stay awake for the entire duration of 
Disneyland’s 24-hour event and have the 
stinky pile of sweat-stained clothes to 
prove it. Now what? How do you continue 
to make the most of your summer at OC’s 
most iconic landmark during its 60th- 
anniversary year? 

At the best restaurant inside Disney’s 
property: Napa Rose. And the best way to 
dine there is at its Chef’s Counter, where 
you get a front-row seat to the kitchen 
action while chef Andrew Sutton and 
crew cook a multicourse meal customized 
just for you. 

Herewith are a few words of wisdom 
that I (yes, a Premium Annual Passport 
holder myself) would like to offer after 
my recent dinner there. 

1. To dine at Napa Rose, you needn't have 
a Disneyland passport or pay for parking. 

The restaurant is located inside the Grand 
Californian Hotel, so roll right on up to 
the hotel’s valet with your car and take 
advantage of the complimentary parking 
for Napa Rose guests. 

2. There are a total of 14 seats at the Chef's 
Counter. The areas that fill up the quick¬ 
est are the two groups of four seats that 
have a full view of the main kitchen. The 
last set of seats is found across the dessert 
station. This was where I sat with a few 
friends. As we ate, two pastry chefs assem¬ 
bled strawberry tarts and torched creme 
brulees in front of us—which I realized 
immediately was more entertaining than 
anything currently on the Food Network. 

3. There are two seating times: 5:30 and 
8:30 p.m. Reservations can be made up to 
60 days in advance, so plan ahead. The 
8:30 slots go quickest, and you probably 
want them. It’s the most relaxed seating 
time since no one comes after you and, 
thus, you can pace yourself. This brings 
me to my next tip.... 

4. Plan for a three-hour dinner. Course 
by course, one by one, ’til you shout, 
“Enough! I’m done!” A meal at the Chef’s 
Counter is a slow, pleasurable affair. 

When I thought I reached my last plate 
of food at about the two-hour mark, it 
turned out I hadn’t. A chef informed us 
another dish to follow our gut-busting 



meat course was still forthcoming. 

5. Expect a five-course meal, not counting 
the small tastes and extra items in between. 

Budget your stomach space wisely. No 
matter how divine those cheese-crisped 
triangles of lavash in the bread basket are, 
save them for the doggie bag. You’ve got 
courses to finish. Counting everything 
that came at us that night, there were 
about seven courses in all. There was the 
amuse bouche, the salad/appetizer course, 
the fish course, a cup of an ultra-savory 
mushroom cappuccino, a meat course, 
another savory course after that, a dessert, 
and finally, a tiny box of chocolates we 
took home and ate two days later because 
it took us that long to digest this meal. 

6. The cost per person as of this writing is 
$100; wine pairings are $45. Yes, dinner at 
Chef’s Counter costs more than a whole 
day’s admission to the parks. And Napa 
Rose does not take any Annual Passport 
discounts. There’s also the Vintner’s Table 
prix fixe, which is, itself, a pre-set meal of 
four courses, also $100. If you’re on a bud¬ 
get, you could technically order a la carte 
from the regular menu. Both are available 
at Chef’s Counter, but it would be a waste 
of your reservation to not surrender your 
evening to the whims and talents of Napa 
Rose’s chefs and sommeliers. 


7. The person who will be taking down your 
likes and dislikes might be your sommelier, 
not the executive chef or even his chef de 
cuisine. Whoever it is who asks, be sure to 
tell them everything that’s on your mind. 
If you’re a fussy eater, the Chef’s Counter 
is made for you. You don’t like a certain 
kind of meat? Have an irrational fear of 
vegetables? This is the time to confess all 
your weird food aversions and fetishes. 
The chefs will take all that’s noted and 
customize every course for you as much 
as they can. A tablemate who said she 
doesn’t eat anything rare and doesn’t like 
duck was served a lovely risotto while 
another friend got a still-bloody slice of 
duck breast. I boldly announced, “I eat 
everything,” so I got the most advanced 
dish of the evening: pan-seared sweet¬ 
breads. Spectacular. 

8. For every course, each person in your 
party will get a completely unique dish. 
This is perhaps the most mind-boggling 
part of Napa Rose’s Chef’s Counter: The 
chefs cook individual meals for every 
member of your party. If you dine with 
three other people, you will potentially 
get to sample at least 20 distinctly differ¬ 
ent dishes. You won’t ever see the same 
dish twice. No other restaurant I know of 
that offers prix-fixe meals does this will¬

ingly. Napa Rose thrives on it. 

9. If you do the wine pairing, you will also get 
a set of wines different from anyone else in 
your party. I tasted five wines paired with 
five of my courses, and each was com¬ 
pletely different than what another person 
in my party was served with his meal. 

Also, the sommelier is not stingy with 

his pours, so be prepared to drink a lot of 
wine—or to share if you get tipsy easily. 

10. There is no stated dress code. You could 
dine at the Disney Resort’s fanciest res¬ 
taurant in your most casual theme-park 
ensemble, as some Napa Rose guests do. 
But it won’t kill you to dress up a little. 

You know that Anton Ego DisneyBound 
outfit you’ve been saving for just the right 
Disney occasion? This would be it.

Jeffrey Boullt of SOCIAL 


T here was a sincere nature that 
came across in SOCIAL chef 
Jeffrey Boullt’s responses. Of 
course, there was also a hint 
of humor that kept things light in our dis¬ 
cussion. But his devotion to his craft was 
apparent throughout: “I wish I could cook 
with my brain more, but I wear my heart 
on my sleeve, so I cook that way.” 

OC WEEKLY; What was your favorite meal 
growing up? 

JEFFREY BOULLT: Refried beans that my 
grandmother Hortensia would make. She 
would finish them with a ton of cheese, 
and I would eat them with fresh tortillas, 
still steamy and warm. As simple as it was, 
this changed my perspective on food at 
a very young age. I try to channel her in 
what I do in the kitchen at SOCIAL. 

With a name like SOCIAL , how do you pro¬ 
mote/encourage that type of environment? 
The concept was based more on a small/ 
shared-plate format with a Bay Area feel. 
With that being said, I knew I would have 
to be fast and efficient. From the back of the 
house standpoint, we encourage our cooks 
to care about the little things and quality on 
the plate that translates better to the guest. 
Everything out of our kitchen is “order/ 
fire.” I don’t have a heat lamp—which I feel 
encourages social interaction at the table 
because you have to share the dish while 
it’s hot, before the next one comes out. 

One stereotype about your industry and 
whether it’s true: 

That finding good help these days is hard 
to find. Yes, it’s true. 

What are some of your most requested items? 
I was just told that our servers get asked 
about three times a night if we have Red 
Bull and vodka. I didn’t even know that 
still was a thing. 

Where was your most recent meal?

Taco Maria for my anniversary. Carlos 
[Salgado] is an amazing chef, and I just let 
him cook for us. His Dungeness crab rice 
porridge is my favorite dish of the year. 
Most frequently asked question by guests: 
What is gluten-free? Which is funny, 
since two years ago, I rarely got asked 
that. Luckily for our guests, the answer 
is easy. We have an alternative menu that 
lists all of our gluten-free items. I love to 
cook with vegetables and proteins, so we 
usually have at least 10 items. I also love 
to cook vegan off the menu upon request. 

I was vegan from age 15 to 19; I know my 
way around the diet and respect it dearly. 
Could you tell us about your bar program? 
Our bar program is stellar. The bartenders 
run it a lot like a kitchen. They test-write 
recipes and do everything from scratch. It’s 
also a lot of fun to see them making a pine¬ 
apple Serrano shrub and relating it to what 
I do. They are just as intense as me about 
their product, and it definitely shows. 

Most important quality you look for in a 
sous chef: 

I feel that I come from a different world 
of cooks and chefs than this generation, 
so my expectations are so different. I look 
for what I was at one point in time. I loved 
being a sous chef. My mentors were sous 
chefs, and they pushed me the hardest. 
They pushed me to see what I had inside 
to make me a better cook. Being a sous 
chef was an honor, and it still and always 
will be my favorite job in the kitchen.

SanTana’s Lonchera Lane 


Along Main Street in the county seat stands 
OC’s best taco-truck scene 


N ow that the \uxe-lonchera craze is nearly 
over, it's time to go back to the roots to visit 
where it all began: Main Street in SanTana. 

Every day, nearly 20 taco trucks park on the 
thoroughfare's side streets, hawking everything 
from tacos to regional specialties to more. These 
are the best: 

Tacos Radioactivos has a small but perfect 
chilango menu. Primary among the listings is the 
pambazo, that sandwich of renown that finds 
chefs dunking a bolillo in a salsa, grilling the 
results so the salsa magically gets encapsulated 
in the bread, then stuffing it with repollo, crum¬ 
bled cotija, and a spread of mashed potatoes and 
chorizo. Radioactivos' pambazo is open-faced— 
if you touch it with your fingers, the yummy red 
stains will stay with you for days—and so soft 
you can easily eat it with a spoon. Corner of 15th 
and Main streets; Santa Ana. 

Tacos y Mulitas Ruben is one of two loncheras 
on this list that hipsters know. It's also one of the 
few that move: The truck parks on the corner 
of Main and Bishop streets in the morning, then 
goes to Main and Walnut streets in the evening 
for the downtown crowd. Regardless of location, 
they serve the same menu: huge tacos, bigger 
tortas, and regional specialties ranging from 
Cuernavacan picaditas and Mexico City-style 
quesadillas to tortas ahogadas from Guadalajara. 

Though it sells tacos, tortas, burritos and even 
raspados, the emphasis at Los Reyes del Elote 
Asado is on roasted corn—take a cue from the 
squat, dark man flipping cobs on a grill as if they 
were flapjacks. And keep some room for esquite, 
a wondrous roasted-corn soup that will comfort 
you come winter. Corner of Main and Chestnut 
streets , Santa Ana. 

The shrimp tacos at Mariscos Los Corales 
are unlike any found in Orange County. Instead 
of small shrimp mixed with cabbage and a sauce 
and folded into a corn tortilla, they grind the 
shrimp, mix in red onions, then stuff the mixture 
in a tortilla that gets the fried treatment akin

to potato tacos. The shrimp becomes sweeter 
because of the grease; the taco shell glistens. 
And the fish taco is so buttery and crunchy. Cor¬ 
ner of Main and Pine streets, Santa Ana. 

We've written so much about Alebrije's over 
the years that if you don't know about it yet, I'm 
betting you're a new reader. Google "Alebrije's 
battleship taco" and learn! Another hipster fave. 
Corner of Main and Cub bon streets, Santa Ana. 

The corner of Main and Wilshire Avenue hosts 
two loncheras. Each morning, Ricas Gorditas 
makes the masa-heavy diskthe way my army 
of tlas have since they were teens living on the 
rancho: a thick base with a thin flap on top, as 
crispy-feathery as nori, bulging because it's hold¬ 
ing back a hill of some type of steaming guisado 
(stew) that's spilling from a small slit on the side. 
At night, Tacos El Zaga serves only tacos, bur¬ 
ritos, tortas and quesadillas, with the usual meat 
offerings of any taquerfa— this ain't a regional- 
specialty type of place. And it doesn't have to be, 
so wonderful the food is. The burritos are hefty, 
wrapped in silky flour tortillas; the quesadillas are 
gooey and the size of a drafting triangle. 

Your last stop is El Camaron Borracho. It's 
more of a taco trailer, hitched to the back of a 
van every morning and dropped off in a part of 
SanTana far from gentrification and even houses. 
Get one of the mega-dishes: furious aguachile, 
shrimp in their shell and spiked with salsa de 
pequin (the notorious pepper as small as your 
pinky nail that nevertheless is hotter than a 
habanero). Then there's the epic quesadilla a la 
diabla, a gargantuan shrimp quesadilla slathered 
with salsa, then fried; afterward, your fingers will 
look as if you had eaten olive oil-spiked Flamin' 
Hot Cheetos. Corner of Main Street and Anahurst 
Place, Santa Ana.

Jurassic World capably stomps, roars and awes

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n Jurassic World, Colin Trevorrow’s 
Jurassic Park reboot—set 22 years 
after dinosaurs started walking the 
Earth, again— brontosauruses, stego¬ 
sauruses and velociraptors have become 
old hat, sort of like the mechanical Abe 
Lincoln at Disneyland. Meanwhile, the 
habitat around them has gone Vegas: Isla 
Nublar, home of the former dinosaur 
lunch counter known as Jurassic Park, is 
now the site of a sleek, multimillion-dollar 
resort known as Jurassic World, which 
boasts a petting zoo (where tykes can 
stroke the noses of adorable baby bron¬ 
tosauruses), an aviary (where terrifying 
pterodactyls soar behind protective glass) 
and a Brookstone (because you never 
know when the desire for a vibrating neck 
massager might strike). 

Because Jurassic World has been 
operating smoothly for years, attendees 
have become bored. And so the resort’s 
resident genetic experts have monkeyed 
inappropriately with DNA to breed a new 
creature, a dino the size of a skyscraper, 
with frosty white skin and eyes the color 
of fire opals. She’s an inscrutable, ill-tem¬ 
pered beastie, but the suits in charge are 
banking on her as their next star attrac¬ 
tion, sort of like Cher at the Colosseum. 

As far as all that stuff goes—and taking 
into account the often-gorgeous special 


effects— Jurassic World is pretty good fun. 
Especially for a here-today, gone-tomor¬ 
row summer blockbuster, the picture is 
better-crafted than it needs to be: If you 
ignore some extraneous plot threads and 
the stop-the-presses revelation that, in 
the end, “what really matters is family,” 
Jurassic World hangs together surpris¬ 
ingly well. And, as with the 1993 Steven 
Spielberg/Michael Crichton dinosaur egg 
that hatched the whole phenomenon in 
the first place (Spielberg is an executive 
producer here), Jurassic World features a 
generous handful of wondrous moments, 
including visions of placid canoers pad¬ 
dling down a river with graceful bronto¬ 
sauruses striding along, everyone minding 
their own faux-prehistoric business. 

The plot banked around all that grand¬ 
ness is essentially serviceable: Bryce Dal¬ 
las Howard is Claire, the super-businessy 
business lady who manages Jurassic 
World. Her nephews Gray and Zach (iy 
Simpkins and Nick Robinson), whom she 
barely knows, have decided to take their 
Christmas holiday exploring this pre¬ 
historic world of wonder, only to spend 
much of it running and screaming. There’s 
also a stalwart velociraptor trainer, Chris 
Pratt’s Owen, who—spoiler alert!—ends 
up being the hero of the day, and Vincent 
D’Onofrio’s Hoskins, a craven higher-up 


beholden to the military-industrial com¬ 
plex. Sexy eye-candy guys such as BD 
Wong and Irrfan Khan show up in minor 
roles, doing things like flying helicopters 
and explaining dinosaur genetics. 

In the end, of course, it’s only the crit¬ 
ters that matter. As far as visual splendor 
goes, Jurassic World is a quality product, 
with all the slickness—and soullessness— 
that implies. Trevorrow has directed 
only one previous fiction feature, the 
2012 indie romance-thriller Safety Not 
Guaranteed, but in Jurassic World, he 
orchestrates big special effects as if he’s 
a pro, for whatever that’s worth. The 
picture is sleek and impressive, although, 
as with its predecessors, how much you 
enjoy it will depend on your tolerance 
for watching dinosaurs chomp down on 
terrified humans. There’s a degree of 
sadism at work here—it was there in the 
original and its spinoffs, too—and for me, 
the ninth or 10th instance of an anguished 
bystander being gobbled or stomped on 
(or worse) was enough to tip the scales. 
Though the violence here is relatively 
discreet and un-bloody, it’s sometimes 
unpleasantly intense—a sequence riff- 
ing on The Birds, only with pterodactyls, 
is particularly harrowing, in a possibly 
exploitative way. Be forewarned if you’re 
thinking of bringing a tiny tot. 



Still, people who remember Jurassic 
Park fondly from childhood may get a 
nostalgic kick: Jurassic World refer¬ 
ences its predecessor just enough—and 
affectionately. And there’s some fine 
dino-stuff here, such as Pratt’s posse of 
’raptors: They run along daintily on their 
three-toed feet, their undersized hands 
curled primly at chest level, as if proudly 
showing off their new Kelly bags. There’s 
a touching (at least by blockbuster stan¬ 
dards) brontosaurus death scene: These 
gentle, peace-loving herbivores just don’t 
deserve to go. Most thrilling of all is a 
multidinosaur showdown staged against 
an inky night sky, a glowing half-mo on 
hanging hesitantly in the corner of the 
frame, looking as if it’s about to scram. 
You would, too, if these irascible giants 
started wrassling anywhere in your 
vicinity. Who says dinosaurs are yester¬ 
day’s news? Like wingtip shoes, tweed 
jackets and ’69 Ford Mustangs, they 
never go out of style.

THEYES MEN ARE REVOLTING Media 
about climate change is such a bummer 
that nobody ever pays attention. How do 
we go on living when we know not only 
that we're dying, but that our chance for a 
legacy—for eternity—is dying too? How 
about this: a 90-minute documentary about 
two men failing at climate change aware¬ 
ness activism. The Yes Men Are Revolting, 
which is pretty funny and only kind of sad, 
produces the sensation of watching a fea¬ 
ture-length series of YouTube clips of cats 
smashing into glass doors and babies eat¬ 
ing lemons, crossed with Comedians in Cars 
Getting Coffee. This is a good thing. The Yes 
Men, Mike Bonanno and Andy Bichlbaum, 
are middle-aged Jewish men who make 
a sport of dressing up in drab suits and 
impersonating The Man, then making public 
appearances in his name, but using his 
power for good and undermining rapacious 
business interests. The film builds to an 
absurd confrontation between Andy, who's 
hosting a fake press conference for the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce, and a real 
Chamber of Commerce staffer. "Show me 
your business card!" each demands of the 
other. It's one big American Psycho-style 
dick-measuring contest. The Yes Men visit 
rural Uganda, Canadian oil fields, Zuccotti 
Park, and a climate change conference in 
Copenhagen, but in its best moments this 
loopy yet informative doc becomes a buddy 
movie. The men are aligned in purpose, 
politics, and silliness, but Mike is married 
to a woman and has three kids, while Andy 
is gay and lonely—devoted to work, and 
resenting his best friend's family. Their 
globetrotting easy conversation, nitpicking, 
and laughter despite anger and environ¬ 
mental upset create an unusual space for 
the viewer to do the same. (R) Diana Clarke.

ENTOURAGE The first line ^Entourage is a 
good indication of what the next 104 minutes 
will bring. Peering through a pair of binocu¬ 
lars while a speedboat carries him toward a 
yacht in the dazzling waters of Ibiza, Johnny 
Drama (Kevin Dillon), the big brother of 
megastar Vincent Chase (Adrian Grenier), 
glimpses the bikini-clad babes who await 
him and informs us, "I may have to jerk it 
before I even get there!" Hoo, boy. Still, the 
movie, like the HBO series that spawned it, is 
hardly a slog. It may be not much more than 
a heavily branded romp through a Hollywood 
fantasyland, but it's got a pulse. It's easy 
fun. No one ever died from reading People 
magazine. Entourage the movie is essentially 
a pimped-out episode otEntouragethe show, 
which centered on Vince and his crew from 
Queens: Drama, a struggling actor; Eric "E" 
Murphy (Kevin Connolly), Vince's manager; 
and Turtle (Jerry Ferrara), his driver-turned- 
mogul, who launched a successful tequila 
company in the show's final seasons. Ari 
Gold (Jeremy Piven), Vince's longtime agent 
and now the head of his own studio, once 
again furnishes most of the laughs. In the 
film, the palatial L.A. homes and offices are 
even bigger, and so are the stakes: Vince, 
fresh off a marriage that lasted exactly nine 
days, has decided he wants to do something 
different, something "meaningful." (Not in 
this movie you won't, Vince!) Considering the 
film's major turning points hinge on the boys' 
romantic relationships, it's a shame none of 
the women develop past sketches of angry

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girlfriends and no-name one-night-stands. 
Sexist, sure, but also a failure of imagination. 
Has writer/director Doug Ellin met a woman? 
(R) Lara Zarum. Countywide. 

EX MACHINA Ex Machina is an egghead 
thriller with a scary selling point: It's a smart 
film about the shrinking divide between man 
and robot. It's also a hoot, an anti-comedy 
where all of the jokes double as threats, and 
vice versa. Ex Machina is the directorial 
debut of sci-fi screenwriter Alex Garland. It's 
the film version of an iPhone: small, expen¬ 
sive-looking, and a touch overhyped—plus 
an addictive sales pitch for whatever 
Garland makes next. Our hero is computer 
coder Caleb (Domhnall Gleeson), a nervous 
26-year-old smartypants tasked by tech 
billionaire Nathan (Oscar Isaac) with investi¬ 
gating a robot named Ava (the symmetrically 
perfect Swedish actress Alicia Vikander), 
who has big boobs, a see-through stomach, 
and a child's curiosity about the world 
beyond her locked living quarters. Nathan 
wants Caleb to see if she passes the Turing 
Test—can her mind pass for a human's? 

The film keeps us at a remove, asking us, 
too, to observe and deduce. But Caleb 
has a harder time staying logical. As Ava 
and Caleb begin to bond, she covers her 
machinery with girlish dresses. Vikander's 
posture is so erect and her balletic walk so 
precise that she's convincing as a machine 
who's convincing as a human—she lets us 
understand why Caleb almost forgets about 
her circuitry, even as she reminds us to stay 
alert. Eventually, she'll ask Caleb a question 
he's afraid to answer: What will Nathan do 
with her if Caleb decides her wiring isn't 
perfect? The answer is inevitable. But the 
route Ex Machina takes to get there is full 
of fun detours—robot nudity, disco danc¬ 
ing, digressions on Jackson Pollock—that 
celebrate Garland's own imperfect chaos, 
an achievement worth applause. (R) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

FAR FROM THE MADDING CROWD 
Though it's hard to believe in 2015, there 
was a time when fictional heroines didn't 
have to be role models, when a character's 
backbone could be more than just a row of 
vertebrae lined up into teachable moments. 
It's wonderful that modern readers love 
Jane Austen—we still warm to the vitality 
of her characters, and to their defiant code 
of self-determination, for good reason—but 
the popular conception of her work has 
recast it as a kind of female-empowerment 
petting zoo, a place to go for "You go, girl!" 
strokes. Is Thomas Hardy, whose socially 
progressive views found their greatest 
expression in his women characters, among 
them the bold and autonomous Bathsheba 
Everdene, next in line for the Austen treat¬ 
ment? Please let the answer be no. But 
Thomas Vinterberg's pedantic and twisted 
adaptation of Far From the Madding Crowd 
is a bad sign. Its Bathsheba—a Victorian- 
era woman who inherits and capably runs 
a farm, and also rejects the humble man 
who truly loves her in favor of a shallow but 
dashing soldier—is all wrong, and it's hard 
to know where to lay the blame. As written 
by Hardy, Bathsheba is bracingly whole and 
human; here she's been outlined, and thus 
circumscribed, by an eager student's high¬ 
lighter. Carey Mulligan too often squinches 
her face in a self-satisfied smile, and when 
she comes out with a line like "I have no 
need of a husband"—a bit of dialogue 
completely in tune with Hardy's sensibili¬ 
ties—it's less a natural outburst than like 
something she read in a pamphlet. (PG-13)

LOVE & MERCY The beauty, and the horror, 
of Bill Pohlad's exhilarating and inventive 


Love & Mercy— which traces the sine 
wave of Beach Boy Brian Wilson's troubled 
adult life using two actors, Paul Dano and 
John Cusack—is the sense it gives us of 
the world passing through the man's ears. 
When the older, circa-1980s Wilson, played 
by Cusack, explains to his new girlfriend 
Melinda Ledbetter (Elizabeth Banks) that 
he hears voices in his head, she asks, with 
great tenderness, how long it's been hap¬ 
pening. "Since 1963," he says. Is it possible 
that the Beach Boys' early hit "Surfer Girl," 
one of the warmest and most youthfully 
wistful ballads of twentieth-century pop 
music, began with a whisper only Wilson 
could hear? That's not to suggest Love & 
Mercy leans on tired theories about the link 
between genius and madness. Pohlad's 
approach is much more delicate than that. 
But Love & Mercy— which was made with 
the cooperation of Wilson and his now-wife, 
Ledbetter—is surprisingly specific in explor¬ 
ing both the mystery and craftsmanship of 
song creation. Dano can be a dispassionate, 
affected actor, but all his arty coolness 
slips away here. Cusack shows us a slightly 
different but no less believable Wilson, 
guarded and fragile, though we can also see 
how he yearns to be open: He's like a sad¬ 
der, mirror-world version of Say Anything 
Lloyd Dobler, holding a boombox aloft in a 
cry for help, only to realize no sound is com¬ 
ing out. And Banks is superb—this is the 
finest performance she's given yet. (PG-13)

MAD MAX: FURY ROAD You know the 
charge that Furious 7feels like what you 
would get if you asked a Hot Wheel-loving 
ten-year-old to work out the beats of a 
screenplay? Fury Road is what the kid might 
dream up at fourteen, stoned at the moto- 
cross, keyed up on Mountain Dew and old 
Conan comics, except instead of writing a 
script he's lighting those Hot Wheels on fire 
and chucking them at your face. He's also, 
touchingly, a feminist—and he's touched 
with some genius. In the era of green- 
screened blockbusters, here we have an 
R-rated studio release on which a 70-year- 
old director blew hundreds of millions of 
dollars crashing real cars into each other in 
Namibia. Like the Mad Maxfilms from three 
decades ago, Fury Roads script is stripped 
down to rage and momentum. Neither Tom 
Hardy nor Charlize Theron speak much as 
they rumble across the desert, and what 
we know of their characters comes from 
observed detail: the way he's happy to 
abandon Theron and the young women she 
has saved to the warlord pursuing them, or 
the way she hides a gun in every cranny 
of the cab of her rig, and then a knife, too, 
in the stick of her stick shift— Fury Road 
spits in the eye of automatic transmissions. 
His motivation, at first, is mere survival; it 
richens, eventually, to survival and hoping 
to get a barbed death-mask off his face. 


Hers is more complex, so the movie has 
her say it out loud: "Redemption." Then it's 
back to the automotive combat, a two-hour 
parade/destruction derby of rustbuckets so 
viciously spiked you could sell audiences 
tetanus shots after the movie. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

SAN ANDREAS The San Andreas fault 
stretches 810 miles up the Pacific coast, 
roughly the length of a dozen Dwayne 
"The Rock" Johnsons lying end to end. 

When it rumbles, we'll need all twelve of 
him to spring into action—although, as 
Brad Peyton's San Andreas warns, that still 
won't be enough to save the day. Disaster 
films offer the thrill of an impossible enemy. 
There's no hope of a hero who can stop the 
shaking and snuff the fires, not even the 260- 
pound Johnson, who here rips off a car door 
with his bare hands. Johnson plays a first 
responder named Ray, a divorcing father of 
two who lost one of his daughters to a rafting 
accident, and his wife Emma (Carla Gugino) 
to his inability to open up about that pain. His 
surviving child, Blake (Alexandra Daddario), 
is leaving Los Angeles for college, and Ray is 
unmanned to hand her over to British archi¬ 
tect Daniel (loan Gruffudd), Blake's stepdad- 
to-be, whose private plane will fly her to visit 
her new skyscraper in San Francisco. What 
could go wrong? Everything, of course. San 
Andreas can't wait for the carnage. The 
problem is, it's too chicken to ask us to com¬ 
prehend it. It's all big, distant, unfathomable 
wreckage—all shattering skyscrapers and 
rippling cityscapes—with no sense of the 
human cost. Unlike Steven Spielberg's War 
of the Worlds, a movie with the courage to 
ask if selfishness in a disaster could ever be 
morally excused, Peyton's film isn't trying to 
make us think. Instead, it takes for granted 
that Ray's concerns are our concerns. But 
when 8 million people could be dead, who 
cares about this guy's divorce? (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

SPY Paul Feig, the director who made Melissa 
McCarthy a star with Bridesmaids, has finally 
written his own script for his muse—his first 
screenplay in twelve years. In Spy, McCarthy 
is soft, feminine, and smart. For a dinner with 
her CIA co-worker and crush Bradley Fine 
(Jude Law), her character, Susan Cooper, 
curls her hair, perfects her makeup, and 
wears a tasteful amber dress. The cruel 
joke is it doesn't matter. Bradley gifts her 
a plastic cupcake necklace and cackles, 

"It's so you!" It isn't. Like movie producers, 
he sees only her weight, not the dignified 
woman inside. And the punchline is that 
Susan allows the insult, passively slipping 
on the monstrosity, and later, after Bradley 
is executed by Bulgarian arms dealer Rayna 
Boyanov (Rose Byrne), clutching it at his 
funeral. Susan begs to take Bradley's place 
in Paris to monitor Rayna's nuclear sales, 
and it's no spoiler to say she winds up on top. 
Yet Spy isn't a revenge fantasy—Susan isn't

petty. It's a comedy of exasperation where, 
for once, the joke isn't on McCarthy, but on 
everyone who can't see her skills. Spy is 
a call to arms for the cowed and a riotous 
skewering of the workplace kings. It's funny, 
too. Every role is perfectly constructed, from 
Peter Serafinowicz's handsy Italian agent to 
lanky Miranda Hart as Susan's officemate 
and bumbling best friend. The biggest brute 
is boneheaded fellow spy Rick Ford (Jason 
Statham), who dismisses Susan as a "lunch 
lady." Even Rayna's goons get in a few good 
cracks before they're dispatched, while 
Rayna herself is a magnificent concoction: 
Marie Antoinette by way of Michelle Pfeiffer 
in Scarface.

Manhattan Movie Mystery 


Surprising doc The Wolf pack asks what it’s like to be raised by 1990s DVDs

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C rystal Moselle's documentary 
The Wolfpack is a Manhattan 
fable about fear. Two decades 
ago, a Hare Krishna, conspir¬ 
acy theorist and self-described god named 
Oscar Angulo moved from Peru to a public 
housing tenement on the Lower East Side 
with his American bride, Susanne, whom 
he'd met and wooed on the Inca Trail. 

New York was meant to be a pit stop. 

The goal was Scandinavia, where social 
services would help the young couple 
support their seven children, each named 
after a Sanskrit hero. But they never had 
the money—Oscar didn’t believe in work. 
Their first month in the city, two people 
were murdered downstairs. To protect his 
family, Oscar locked the door and kept the 
key. Some years, he allowed his kids out¬ 
side only nine times. One year, he never let 
them leave the apartment at all. 

The Wolfpack introduces us to the pale, 
home-schooled children—six boys and 
one girl—as teenagers. Slender as straws, 
they seem to have grown to fit their spar¬ 
tan confines, where they pile onto a mat¬ 
tress on the floor to watch DVDs. (They’ve 
never been to a theater.) Movies are their 
only connection to the outside. Their 
obsession with brawny '90s flicks such 
as Pulp Fiction and JFK means they don’t 
know much about the present—Google is a 
mystery. It also means they believe real life 
is as violent as their dad imagines. (And 


that everyone outside wears cool suits.) 

The boys have waist-length black hair 
and their father's brutal cheekbones and 
broad mouth. Moselle is the first person 
they've ever invited for dinner, and her 
footage of their apartment, especially on 
hot afternoons when they're lying around 
shirtless, suggests an anthropologist 
discovering a contemporary cargo cult. 
Instead of building dummy bamboo planes 
to tempt pilots to drop off cans of peaches, 
the Angulo kids wallpaper their room in 
crayoned movie posters, transcribe scripts 
in pen, and film their own shot-for-shot 
remakes of their favorite flicks. 

Their home videos, spliced into the 
doc, let them feel they've stepped through 
their screens to join the world. Says one 
kid, “It makes me feel like I'm living, sort 
of.” Luckily for them, most movies are so 
guy-centric that every brother gets a good 
part. They have the hours to hone their 
cardboard prop guns, adding frills such as 
ejectable bullet cartridges and chambers, 
until they look so perfect that a real-life 
SWAT team actually raids the apartment 
on a mistaken weapons bust. For that 
moment, their life has as much action as 
the movies—but it reinforces their fear of 
outsiders. When they move from Reservoir 
Dogs to The Dark Knight, the brother who 
plays Batman shimmies into a convincing 
suit made of cereal boxes and yoga mats, 
and stands at the window overlooking a 


city he can’t even explore, let alone save. 

Director Moselle treats the six boys like 
a unit. We're never sure of their names 
and ages, and even their faces blur. This 
might feel slipshod—after all, we, too, are 
used to movies with heroes—yet it’s the¬ 
matically smart. Under Oscar's control, 
the sons aren’t individuals. No one has 
ever asked one if he'd rather go out for a 
cheeseburger or a steak, if he’d prefer to 
swim or ski, to take French or Spanish, 
what he’d like to study in college. Inside 
the apartment, he can’t even dream of 
having his own dream. Before each can 
define his own identity, his own future, 
he has to take that first step toward inde¬ 
pendence. He has to leave the house and 
decide for himself where to go. 

Finally, one does. While Oscar is out 
for groceries, the 15-year-old slips out 
wearing a handmade Michael Myers 
mask so his dad won’t recognize him. 
Moselle re-enacts his big moment with 
a montage of his sensory overload: the 
dogs, the crush of people, the trash. 
Before he gets far, the boy in the costume 
is picked up by the cops and strong- 
armed to a mental hospital. 

This is good. He’s made contact, albeit 
with a ward of suicidal teenagers. Embold¬ 
ened, his brothers join his next adventure, 
all in matching suits and shiny shoes as if 
time travelers failing to blend in. Moselle 
discovered the Angulos like this, six skinny, 


long-haired boys dressed like Vincent 
Vega, and chased them down a sidewalk 
to figure out their story. Chronologically, 
the film’s first half has been a rewind so we 
can share their escape, setting off a faint 
alarm that we’ve been tricked. Audiences 
should be suspicious of docs that tamper 
too much with time, but it’s also the only 
way the film could have been made. They 
had to be out in order to invite Moselle in. 

The Wolfpack is more like a diorama of 
the Angulos’ unusual childhood than an 
explanatory documentary. Oscar refuses 
cathartic apologies, and the boys are only 
beginning to process their new lives, as 
well as how much they’ve lost. Says one, 
“There are some things you just don’t put 
behind you.” 

When the film ends, we’re left with 
the same hunger the boys felt for years. 

We want more, especially about their 
battered mom, Susanne, who perhaps 
endured even more abuse than the kids. 
She, too, starts to rebel. When Susanne 
finally leaves the house herself, she 
doesn’t attract attention like her fleet of 
overdressed sons. No one would ever stop 
this ordinary-looking middle-aged woman 
and demand her story. And that’s The 
Wolfpack’s lesson for us: Sure, we can go 
outside. But are we connecting with the 
people there?

I n the decadent 21st century, the 

summer movie season now sprawls 
from March through December. 
(Though every prior Star Wars 
picture has come out Memorial Day 
weekend, Star Wars: Episode VII is due 
to awaken the Force Dec. 18.) But it’s in 
summer when movies are optimized to 
lure vacationing schoolkids and Chinese 
ticket-buyers back for repeat exposures, 
and no block is safe from potential 
bustage. The Age of Ultron, it’s tradi¬ 
tionally called. 

Herewith, a dozen films arriving 
between now and Labor Day that we hope 
might offer something more than just reli¬ 
able air conditioning. 

INSIDE OUT 

Betting against a Pixar joint is like telling 
Han Solo the odds. This one, from Pete 
Docter, director of Monsters, Inc. and 
Up, is about the five anthropomorphized 
emotions that live inside a young girl, 
each with its own voice: Amy Poehler as 
Joy, Lewis Black as Anger, Mindy Kaling 
as Disgust, Seth Rogen as Sloth, and so 
on. (Okay, I made that last one up.) Real 
talk: The first trailer was painful—hacky, 
sexist stuff about how men just want 
women to shut up about the trash and 
the toilet seat and let them watch sports. 
But if trailers were movies, Zack Snyder 
would be Stanley Kubrick. Docter and 
Pixar have earned our faith. Confidence: 
70 percent. ( June 19) 


TERMINATOR: GENISYS 

All his other post-office comeback efforts 
having tanked, the 67-year-old Arnold 
Schwarzenegger turns again to the time- 
travel-and-malignant-A.I. franchise that 
provided his most enduring catchphrase. 
Director Alan Taylor made Thor: The Dark 
World and a half-dozen Game of Thrones 
episodes. Emilia Clarke is the second GoT 
alumna to step into waitress-turned-soldier 
Sarah Connor’s BDUs, while Jason Clarke 
(no relation) is the fourth guy to play resis¬ 
tance general John Connor in the past four 
films. The trailers have already given away 
that this installment will reshape the events 
of the series’ sainted James Cameron- 
helmed entries—and spoiled other seem¬ 
ingly huge plot points, too. (Not why the 
Bible and the band both spelled “genisys” 
wrong, though.) I want to see The Termina¬ 
tor restored to the fullness of its Cameron-

MAGIC MIKE XXL 

Magic Mike’s $114 million domestic haul 
in 2012 represented a little more than 16 
times the male-stripper drama’s thrifty 
budget, so to abjure a follow-up would 
be to spit in the face of mathematics. You 
don’t leave money on the table in this 
economy, a subject the original movie 
addressed with admirable finesse. (Just 
to be clear, XXL is the second entry in the 
MMCU, not the 30th, but greasy abs are 
a growth industry.) Original director Ste¬ 
ven Soderbergh insists he’s done making 
features; his replacement, Gregory Jacobs, 
has worked as an assistant director on 
almost every production in Soderbergh’s 
mile-long filmography. Then again, Chan- 


ning Tatum’s Magic Mike said he was 
retiring, too. The follow-up, wherein the 
bronzed, waxed Kings of Tampa reunite 
for a strip-off in Myrtle Beach, has recon¬ 
vened the original cast (save for Matthew 
McConaughey) while adding Jada Pinkett 
Smith, Elizabeth Banks, Donald Glover 
and Andie MacDowell to the supporting 
cast.

TRAINWRECK 

Judd Apatow directed, but star Amy 
Schumer wrote the script for this rom-com, 
wherein Schumer’s hard-partying anti¬ 
monogamist falls for sports doc Bill Hader. 
Colin Quinn plays her dad, and LeBron 
James plays himself. It absolutely killed at 
South By Southwest; here’s hoping it radi¬ 
ates the same sexism-detonating sensibility 
that makes Schumer’s eponymous Comedy 
Central show so uproariously refreshing. 
Confidence: 70 percent. (July 17) 

MR. HOLMES 

Sir Ian McKellen reteams with Gods and 
Monsters director Bill Condon for this 
adaptation of Mitch Cullin’s mystery 
novel A Slight Trick of the Mind, about a 
93-year-old Sherlock Holmes feeling his 



incomparable mind wither in the years 
after World War II. The always-welcome 
Laura Linney is on hand as his house¬ 
keeper. At the tender age of 75, McKellen 
is almost a generation younger than the 
famed “consulting detective” he’s playing, 
but it’s a good bet the six-time Laurence 
Olivier Award winner can make up the 
difference via... whatchacallit?... Act¬ 
ing. Confidence: 75 percent. (July 17) 

SOUTHPAW 

Jake Gyllenhaal’s bug-eyed performance 
in Nightcrawler anointed him as one of 
our most volatile leading men. Here, he 
plays a boxer who loses his family—it’s

Cusack Breaks Free 


‘Artists get put in a box,’ says Love & Mercy star John Cusack

W hen John Cusack was 
launching his career in 
the ’80s, Brian Wilson 
had gone from rock star 
to living lore—a brilliant Bigfoot. “People 
would have Brian Wilson encounters/’ 
says Cusack, who plays Wilson in the 
new biopic Love 8t Mercy. “In LA, people 
would say, ‘Oh, I was driving around, and 
I saw Brian Wilson in his bathrobe!’ and 
there were strange grumblings of a psy¬ 
chiatrist/guru life coach guy.” 

The doctor was Eugene Landy (played 
in the movie by Paul Giamatti), a thera¬ 
pist who wielded fearsome control over 
every aspect of Wilson’s life: his diet, his 
medicine, his music, his money, even his 
family and friends. When Wilson met his 
future wife, Melinda Ledbetter (Elizabeth 
Banks), at a car dealership in 1986, he 
hadn’t seen his children in three years. 

She didn’t recognize the heavily drugged, 
monotone man flanked by Landy and a 
small battalion of the doctor’s aides (all 
of whom came along on their first date). 
They had to fight for privacy as though 
they were teenagers, though he was 44 
and she was 39. 

Love St Mercy cuts between their 
romance and the mid-’60s stretch during 
which Wilson refused to tour with the 
Beach Boys and stayed home to compose 
Pet Sounds. His father, Murry, the band’s 
manager, insisted that “God Only Knows” 
would flop and later sold off the Beach Boys 
catalog for cheap as though it were a lemon 
with a busted transmission. (No wonder 
Wilson would later succumb to a second 
bully.) Paul Dano takes over the younger 
role, and he and Cusack decided to not coor¬ 
dinate their performances. ‘We thought if it 


worked, it would be two different songs that 
would harmonize,” says Cusack. 

The musical analogy suggests Cusack’s 
absorption with Wilson’s story. “As artists, 
people get put in a box. We’re told, ‘You’re 
an actor; you’re only supposed to do these 
types of roles.’” says Cusack, who fought 
out of his stereotype as a romantic naif 
and now mostly endures a string of hit¬ 
man and murderer parts, some astonish¬ 
ing (such as Lee Daniels’ The Paperboy), 
others asking far less of the 48-year-old 
actor than he’d like to deliver. Cusack’s 
energy builds: “And then you see Brian, 
who’s so creative and free and at the apex 
of his powers, and he’s still being told, 
‘Why don’t you write more beach songs?”’ 

To prepare, Cusack immersed himself in 
the Pet Sounds and Smile sessions, study¬ 
ing Wilson’s passion and perfectionism. 

“He’ll go, ‘Second cello, 1 inch back 
from the mic,”’ says an awed Cusack. 
“Everything you want to know about the 
guy is in his music. It’s filled with long¬ 
ing, aspiration, pain, ecstasy, all mixed 
together like oil and vinegar. In a way, he’s 
a heart with two legs—or an open wound. 
Having played one genius and met a few, 
there’s a sense that these gifts are not 
without heavy burdens and prices. The 
heat of the liftoff can be so intense that it 
can burn the vessel around them.” 

Cusack found an interview in which 
Wilson described being beaten by his 
father with a belt—a rumored cause of 
the deafness in his right ear—but instead 
of just using words, Wilson groaned and 
drummed a table. He literally turned mis¬ 
ery into music. Cusack was so struck by 
the moment, he asked director Bill Pohlad 
to put it into the film. 
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“It’s hard for people like that to turn 
the music off/’ says Cusack. “They might 
hear someone screaming and crying, and 
that turns into a symphony for them. It’s 
almost a dissociative thing where it’s not 
like, T did this,’ but ‘This came through 
me.’ They have to write because other¬ 
wise it might just rattle around in their 
brain until they get it out.” 

Dano’s Wilson is able to show his bril¬ 
liance by creating Pet Sounds. Cusack has 
the tougher job of communicating Wil¬ 
son’s talent even when the songwriter 
is a husk: barely composing and half- 
catatonic. The trick of Cusack’s perfor¬ 
mance is that the film introduces him as 
a fragile oddball impulse-buying a Cadil¬ 
lac. Only later do we, as well as Melinda, 
realize how much—and how often—he’d 
been drugged. 

“The amount that Landy was dosing 
him with, he could have killed him,” says 
Cusack. “Seventy milligrams of Xanax, 
fucking lithium. Gloria [Wilson’s longtime 
housekeeper and friend] probably saved his 
life—literally—because she would siphon 


off pills when Landy was being punitive.” 

Cusack flooded Gloria and Melinda 
with questions about Wilson’s relation¬ 
ship with the doctor. (Even today, Wil¬ 
son struggles to talk about Landy. “It’s 
too painful for him,” says Cusack, “and 
when he thinks about it, he feels it.”) As 
Wilson sat down to see Love 8t Mercy, 
Cusack nervously awaited his reaction. 
The Landy scenes gave Wilson frighten¬ 
ing flashbacks. Giamatti had done his job 
well, even if, as Cusack sensed, “it wasn’t 
the most comfortable and enjoyable per¬ 
formance for him to play someone that 
despicable.” (Which, given Giamatti’s 
caddish resume, says a lot.) 

But though the first 50 years of Wil¬ 
son’s life can be hard to watch, there 
are happy memories, too. Says Cusack, 
“When you ask Brian his favorite part, 
he goes, ‘When you and Elizabeth were 
getting it on. When you were looking at 
her and you weren’t kissing her, but you 
were really close to each other. And when 
you would just lie and smile at each other. 
Man, I loved that part.’” 
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Rocky AND Kramer vs. Kramerl— in 
a melodrama written by Kurt Sutter 
of Sons of Anarchy. None of director 
Antoine Fuqua’s other pictures have 
made good on the promise of Train¬ 
ing Day, but they always look terrific, 
and Gyllenhaal will have put in the 
hard work to make himself credible 
as a fighter, as did Robert De Niro and 
Daniel Day-Lewis before him. How 
can it be that the serene, pug-nosed 
Forest Whitaker has never played a 
grizzled fight trainer before now? The 
boxing melodrama is a sturdy genre, 
and it’s been too long since the last. 
Confidence: 60 percent. (July 24) 

THE END OF THE TOUR 

Pulitzer-winning playwright Donald 
Margulies adapts David Lipsky’s 2010 
memoir Although of Course You End 
Up Becoming Yourself, about the five- 
day road trip Lipsky took with David 
Foster Wallace while profiling the Infi¬ 
nite Jest author for Rolling Stone. Jesse 
Eisenberg plays Lipsky while Jason 
Segel sheds his gangly goofball persona 
to embody Wallace, with The Spec¬ 
tacular Now’s James Ponsoldt behind 
the camera. If that all sounds a little 
highfalutin, so be it. No one is stopping 
you from buying a ticket for Ted2. Con¬ 
fidence: 75 percent. (July 31) 

MISSION: IMPOSSIBLE-

Nineteen years into his joyfully acrobatic

I 
sure hope not. Each Mission has come 
from a different, distinct director; this 
time it’s Christopher McQuarrie, who 
wrote The Usual Suspects, wrote and 
directed Cruise’s underperforming-but- 
great Christmas 2012 counterprogram¬ 
mer Jack Reacher and script-doctored 
last summer’s underperforming-but- 
greatEdge of Tomorrow.

M aybe you didn’t get the 

memo, but the word alter¬ 
native doesn’t mean oppo¬ 
site; it means “different,” as 
in a different outcome, choice or path. Say, 
for instance, the choice between walking 
or riding your mom to the store. 

So, if you’ve been aware, in any fashion, 
of this newspaper’s status as an alterna¬ 
tive newspaper for nigh unto 20 years, you 
are no doubt aware that what it decides to 
cover in terms of the performing arts is, 
well, different. Which is why even though 
instantly recognizable, done-to-death 
musicals such as Fiddler On the Roof, Cab¬ 
aret, Phantom of the Opera, Footloose, Les 
Miserables and The Pirates of Penzance 
dominate local stages the next few 
months, we’re not going to mention them 
in this summer preview—unless it comes 
with a big ol’ dollop of snark.

Sterling Barck of White Lotus Tattoo 


f f was working at a grocery 

I store when I was 18, and I was 
I spending all of my money on 
tattoos,” says Sterling Barck. “I 
was pretty much living out of my car. I was 
getting tattooed by Kyle Crowell at Costa 
Mesa Tattoo [now at Torch Tattoo], and he 
suggested I meet Steve Schultz [owner of 
Costa Mesa Tattoo].” 

That was in 2008. Barck apprenticed 
with and worked for Schultz until he 
left last year for his current home, White 
Lotus Tattoo in Laguna Hills. But that 
wasn’t the first time he’d been surrounded 
by ink. “My mom did cosmetic tattoos 
back in the ’90s, so I was always around 
it,” Barck says. “She has tattoos, and a 
lot of people around me had tattoos, so I 
always wanted to do it.” 

Though he’s only been slinging ink for 
seven years, Barck has seen the industry 
expand and reshape itself entirely. “The 
Internet is way more prominent [now] 
than it was when I started,” Barck says. 
“Everything is so much more acceptable 
than it was before. There are so many 
more people with tattoos these days. 
When I was getting started, Miami Ink 
had just come on the air, so the media had 
just started talking about tattoos. All of 
the media coverage was still pretty new.” 

Although the 26-year-old Barck is 
certainly younger than many other tattoo- 
ers, his style isn’t. He takes the American 
traditional style made iconic by such 
legendary tattooers as Sailor Jerry and 
Ed Hardy, but modernizes it. “I’m trying 
to do the old traditional style, but they’re

a little more modern than some of those 
real old guys,” Barck says. “At first, I tried 
to emulate those guys, but over time, you 
pick up your own style. I always shoot for 
traditional, but some of them end up a 
little more neo-traditional.” 

Initially, Barck found his own style by 
doing his best impersonation of Hardy, 
whose impact and reputation he believes 
are understated by many. “There’s a com¬ 
mon misconception that because of the 
whole clothing-line thing, Ed Hardy’s not 
a pioneer,” Barck says. “Really, he paved 
the way for everybody to do what we do 
today. He’s one of the biggest pioneers.” 

For first-timers, Barck recommends they 
avoid getting anything with a name unless 
it’s a family member, human or animal. He 
follows that advice himself. “Probably my 
favorite is my big back piece by Eric Jones 
[of Costa Mesa’s Port City Tattoo], but I 
only have two that mean anything,” he 
says. “I have one tattoo from my mom, and 
one of my daughter’s name. Some of my 
tattoos I wish I went a different direction, 
but I don’t regret any of them.”

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The Gospel of El Buki 

Marco Antonio Solis is not only one of Mexico’s greatest singer/songwriters, but he’s also Jesus

N o one hates Mexicans more 
than Mexicans, and the proof 
is in the words we use to 
insult one another’s social 
station. Pochos are what we call assimi¬ 
lated Mexicans; fresas is used to ridicule 
snobs. Naco is the barb to denigrate poor 
urbanites, while vendido is reserved for 
the sellouts. But the one class of Mexicans 
that universally gets the burnt end of the 
enchilada is recent Mexican immigrants. 
Our hatred for the recently arrived is so 
endemic that different regions of the U.S. 
have different slurs for them. Mojado, 
chuntaro and paisa are the universal 
terms, but they call such people brazers in 
Chicago, cheddars in Denver, fronchis in 
El Paso and oaxaquitos (“little Oaxacans”) 
in Oxnard, the latter being an epithet so 
insulting that students are banned from 
uttering it in schools. 

Here in Orange County, of course, our 
word to ridicule Mexican immigrants is 
“wab.” But when I was attending Anaheim 
High School during the 1990s, we had an 
even-worse term for wabs: bukis. “Bukis” 
was reserved for the lowest of the low, the 
poor kids who sold burritos out of their 
backpacks for extra money or huddled 
together during lunchtime along the hall¬ 
ways, resembling beggars on the streets of 
Calcutta. The term referenced Los Bukis, 
a mega-popular Mexican group from the 
1980s that no self-respecting Mexican teen¬ 
age boy would ever admit to liking. They 
were the kings of a genre called balada 
romantica, synth-heavy pop ballads only 
moms and das loved. Leading the way was 
singer/songwriter Marco Antonio Solis, 
whose beard and curly long hair made 
him look like Jesus and whose booming 
tenor cried out songs with names such as 
“Quiereme” (“Love Me”), “Y Ahora te Vas” 
(“And Now You Leave Me”) and “Como Fui 
a Enamorarme de Ti” (“As I Was in Love 
With You”)—about the uncoolest group 
around, and hence a perfect palabra with 
which to ridicule those wabs. 

Hey, I’m not excusing any of this rac¬ 
ism. Besides, bukis and Los Bukis had the 
last laugh: 20 years later, my generation 
has to explain our past intra-group bigotry 
to skeptical activists. And the legacy of 
Los Bukis has grown exponentially over 
the years, with Solis transforming into 
Mexico’s Neil Diamond—someone dis¬ 
missed by critics, then dismissed by the 
public before winning over both of them 
despite never deviating from his gospel of 
schlocky love. 

Solis emerged at the tail end of 
Mexico’s own Tin Pan Alley movement, 
a decades-long run of Mexican male 
musicians who wrote and sang their way 
into the country’s songbook. Men includ-

ing Luis Perez Meza, Agustin Lara, Jose 
Alfredo Jimenez and Juan Gabriel defined 
genres by writing canciones that other art¬ 
ists recorded and popularized. But Solis 
initially didn’t seem a likely candidate to 
join that pantheon: He and his cousins 
formed Los Bukis (which means “the 
kids” in the Purepecha language of their 
native Michoacan) in the mid-1970s as 
one of dozens of balada romantica groups 
infesting Mexican airwaves at the time. 
Even to this day, peers such as Los Tem- 
erarios, Los Caminantes, Los Yonics, Los 


Solitarios and others draw snickers from 
Mexicans for their dirge-like treacle. 

But Solis got the last laugh. He took 
Los Bukis to the height of the balada 
romantica movement with anthemic 
songs (little surprise that their first big hit 
was a Spanish-language remake of “Feel¬ 
ings”) that took advantage of his awesome 
voice, love of spoken-word passages and 
deft pen—the mesdzo Wordsworth. Every 
once in a while, Los Bukis worked in 
banda, hard-rock and norteno rhythms 
just to confound critics, in tracks such as 


“Morenita” and “El Celoso” (“The Jealous 
Guy”); it made Los Bukis sound even hok- 
ier but further endeared them to fans. His 
prowess grew so that he got the nickname 
El Buki—the Buki, the Messiah of lovelorn 
ladies everywhere. 

And Solis also took advantage of music 
videos to spread his Word to cheesy 
heights: the mini-film for Los Bukis’ big¬ 
gest hit, “Tu Carcel” (‘Your Jail”), has 
Solis catch his girl cheating on him before 
a concert with a rich guy. Little does he 
know, however, that the girl is in an abu¬ 
sive relationship. She escapes to see Solis 
at his show, only to have her abusive lover 
catch up and eventually parade her in 
front of Solis. At the end of the song, Solis, 
dressed in an all-white tuxedo (Jesus!), 
takes off his guitar, picks a girl from the 
crowd and takes her upstairs, but not 
before mad-dogging his tearful, captive 
ex—a vengeful God. 

He kept the focus on amor after leaving 
Los Bukis in 1995 to start a solo career, 
with titles including “Si No te Hubieras 
Ido” (“If You Hadn’t Left”), “A Donde 
Vamos a Parar?” (“Where are We Going 
to Stop?”) and “Mi Amor Eterno Secreto” 
(“My Secret, Eternal Love”) keeping the 
same grandiose sound, albeit evolving to 
match the times. Strings replaced synths; 
his last hit, a mega-duet with pop prince 
Enrique Iglesias titled “El Perdedor” 

(“The Loser”) featured the jangly rhythms 
of bachata. But Solis knows why people 
love him, so his most influential solo hit is 
also one of his corniest: 2003’s “Mas Que 
Tu Amigo” (“More Than Your Friend”), 
a swirl of mariachi horns, norteno accor¬ 
dion, strumming acoustic guitars and 
playful organ riffs that’s the best song ever 
written about the friend zone. 

With a video set at a club in which Solis 
enters with a light-skinned beauty that 
leaves him to dance the night away, El 
Buki sings his lament of friend-zone limbo 
to seemingly every girl in the club: “It’s 
a secret/that I only want to share/with 
those eyes/that have given light to my 
life.” The song ends with chicas line-danc¬ 
ing on the bar, as Solis finally gets the girl. 

Schmaltzy as hell? ;Si, sehor! But you 
check out the shrieking believers this Fri¬ 
day at the Honda Center, who don’t care 
that Solis’ production values are out of the 
’90s; the Light of his love lives in them. And 
for us, the disbelievers who disowned him 
so long ago and defiled his name? Forgive 
us, El Buki, for we knew not what we did.

The Subtitles resurrect their faith in music and their 

psych/punk sound

f ’d rather play music than be 

I in charge of school busses,” 

I says Mike Patton, the bass- 
ist for pioneering hardcore 
band the Middle Class. The 57-year-old 
Lake Forest resident had been “completely 
away” from the music scene for nearly 
three decades because of his day jobs 
with the teamsters union in Orange and 
director of transportation for Capistrano 
Unified School District for approximately 
14 years. However, that changed when 
the Middle Class reunited in 2011, which 
reminded Patton that being a musician “is 
such a better way of spending time.” 

The Middle Class played sporadically 
until 2014, but the group’s revival came to 
an abrupt end after cancer claimed the life 
of guitarist Mike Atta. Knowing their band 
would “never play again” without Atta, Pat¬ 
ton and Matt Simon decided to continue 
jamming because it was fun, which, perhaps 
unsurprisingly, is the same reason they 
teamed with Eddie Joseph in 1979 to com¬ 
plete the “American Society” lineup of Eddie 
and the Subtitles. 

Unlike the hardcore precision of the 
Middle Class, Eddie and the Subtitles 
had a “cool freedom” that allowed Patton, 
Simon and Joseph to create a sort of psy¬ 
chedelic punk that blended slow, heavy 
rhythms with down-strummed freakouts. 
When Patton first heard Eddie and the 
Subtitles, they were a “lame new wave-y” 
band, but this sound didn’t last long, as 
Joseph kicked out his band mates and 
added Patton (and Simon shortly thereaf¬ 
ter) to head in a more punk direction. 

Although the lineup of Joseph, Patton 
and Simon existed for approximately 18 
months, it’s this version of Eddie and the 
Subtitles most are familiar with thanks to 
the “American Society/Louie, Louie” single 
heralded as a punk classic. And, Patton says, 
even after so many years apart from the 
Subtitles, it’s this avant-garde approach that 
came out during the twosome’s jam ses¬ 
sions he and Simon had after Atta’s death. 


“When Matt and I started jamming,” 
Patton says, “we fell back into that Sub¬ 
titles thing because when we first got 
together, we were doing that. The more 
bizarre, the better. As long as you’re doing 
it with authority and mean it when you’re 
doing it, then that’s cool.” 

These weekly jam sessions took place 
for approximately a year, but the two 
soon realized they needed a creative goal 
or they would find other, “real world” 
excuses for not getting together. That 
reason showed itself when Atta’s widow, 
Pam, asked them to perform as part of Day 
of Music Fullerton, which lead the duo to 
begin assembling musicians for a new ver¬ 
sion of the Subtitles. Not, however, until 
after they asked Joseph to participate. 

“We reached out to Eddie a couple of 
times,” Patton says, “and Eddie’s not inter¬ 
ested in playing—as far as I know because 
he stopped returning my phone calls—so 
we decided to resurrect the band as the 
concept of what it was when we were a 
three-piece. Eddie was definitely a part of 
it, but it was no longer ‘Eddie’s band.’ It 
was this weird psychedelic-punk outfit.” 

Sunday’s performance will feature 
Patton and Simon on guitar and vocals, 
Dave Valdez on bass, and Brett Hansen on 
drums for a set comprised of new mate¬ 
rial: Eddie and the Subtitles’ “American 
Society” and their cover of “Louie, Louie,” 
the Middle Class’ “Out of Vogue” and 
“Home Is Where,” and Black Flag’s “Ner¬ 
vous Breakdown.” Lest anyone think these 
well-known punk anthems will be played 
as they were recorded by the original acts, 
think again, Patton says, as they’ve been 
given a Subtitles makeover.

of their dreams. The two women came 
from different backgrounds—Alley from 
mortgage and business, and Karman from 
music, writing and bartending—but after 
meeting through a mutual friend 12 years 
ago, they realized opening a bar together 
was their true calling. 

“Who doesn’t want to own a bar?” 
jokes Alley. “When the right opportunity 
popped up, we jumped right on it.” 

Karman and Alley transformed the 
Rocks into the Karman Bar. “Our goal 
was to breathe new life and excitement 
into the venue,” says Karman. And in late 
November, they started their journey of 
doing just that. They added seven new 
TVs, refinished all of the pool tables, 
added craft beers to the menu and 
upgraded the liquor selection, all while 
keeping the existing bartenders on staff. 
With plans to integrate a food menu, host 
fund-raisers for community organizations, 
bring in artists and provide a place for 
local bands to play on weekends, the Kar¬ 
man Bar seems to be off to a great start. 

While loyal to their locals, Alley and 
Karman also have a driving energy to 
bring in something for everyone at their 
diverse and unpretentious bar, with events 
such as swing-dancing lessons (Speakeasy 
Sundays), a punk night (Thrasher Thurs¬ 
days), a service-industry night, live bands 
and ’80s karaoke. “We never want to cre¬ 
ate [a] cliquey place,” says Alley. “We want 
everyone to feel comfortable. We have 


regulars ranging in age from 21 to 81, and 
we love them all.” 

Their vision for live music includes 
everything from reggae to folk to hard¬ 
core. “We believe in supporting local art¬ 
ists and are thrilled to be able to give local 
musicians the opportunity to showcase 
their talents,” Alley says. 

Karman loves connecting with her 
customers and attests that people are 
what the bar is built on. “We become 
friends with people in this industry that 
we wouldn’t normally have the opportu¬ 
nity to develop relationships with,” she 
says. “There are so many stories, laughs, 
debates and friendships formed while 
sitting around a bar. It’s a place where 
people young and old can share life expe¬ 
riences in a very real way, in a very warm 
environment. I love listening to the con¬ 
versations that ensue on an average day 
among people of so many varying inter¬ 
ests, demographics and backgrounds.” 

While the Karman Bar seems off to a great 
start, Alley and Karman say they’ve encoun¬ 
tered their fair share of challenges. “I think 
being young and a woman presented its own 
unique challenges,” recalls Karman, “but 
now that we own the bar, we’re in charge, so 
we don’t have to worry about that.” 

The ongoing goals of the Karman bar 
are simple: “We’re aiming to offer people 
a good time by playing good music and 
providing good service,” Karman says. 

“We want people to come to the Karman 
Bar and relax. If we get that right, the bar 
will be a success in our eyes.”

Comp Together 

Long Beach Compilations helps musicians define 

the sound of their scene

T here’s a good chance if you 
know a musician from Long 
Beach, he or she is in at least 
two other bands. The aural 
incestuousness and the spirit of collabora¬ 
tion are two traits needed to thrive in this 
scene. And with that attitude comes one 
of the more diverse scenes the country 
has to offer. You want psych/punk/hip- 
hop/whatever? You’ll find it here. In fact, 
a new collective of local artists is using its 
collaborative 
skills to spoon¬ 
feed you a taste 
of the sound 
rattling the 
walls of some 
favorite 
local venues. 

On a recent 
Tuesday night, 

Freddie Dil- 
worth and 
Tyler Berg, the 
founders of 
the collective 
Long Beach 
Compilations, 
stand outside 
a packed show 
they organized at 4th Street Vine wine 
bar. Collecting tips throughout the night, 
their goal was to raise funds for the first 
volume of their compilation series, the 
MIXTAPE project. It features 15 bands 
from around LBC, mostly their friends or 
bands they’ve been fans of for years. One 
of those bands is the Vespertines, a furi¬ 
ously talented, prog-laden rock troupe 
who Dilworth started following in 2009 
while a freshman at Cal State Long Beach. 
He remembers liking them so much he 
was willing to part with $5 to buy their EP 
after only seeing them for a few minutes 
in the quad. 

“I was so used to going to shows where 
friends were just giving their music away 
for free, but as I was holding it, I was like, 
Yeah, this is worth $5—much more than 
$5,’” Dilworth says. Through his project 
with Berg, he’s excited to showcase even 
more talent that he’s fallen in love with 
over the years. But it doesn’t end there. 
Utilizing their network of eclectic musi¬ 
cians, Dilworth and Berg have begun 
assembling new bands and artists from 
various genres, including folk, pop, hip- 
hop and electronic. 

The notion of inclusion and community 
is something that speaks to Berg, a native 
Minnesotan who moved here four years 
ago before starting his power trio rock 
band These Are Villains. He remembers 


his band—which includes vocalist Sadie 
Jones and drummer Max Cogert—being 
welcomed into the scene right away with 
many of the bands he’s now helping to get 
heard. "I never really felt like much of a 
community guy, but since I moved to Long 
Beach, that changed really quickly,” Berg 
says. “I went from being a super-loner to 
wanting to be a part of this thing and push 
it forward.” 

Recently, Long Beach Compilations 
has taken up 
residence at 
4th Street Vine 
to throw fund¬ 
raiser shows 
for the compi¬ 
lation (released 
digitally back 
in May). The 
shows are free, 
with a request 
for you to 
donate what¬ 
ever money 
you’ve got 
burning a hole 
in your wallet. 
All of the funds 
go directly 
toward putting out CDs and cassettes. 
That includes money they get from raffles 
at the shows, featuring prizes from local 
businesses who gladly contribute free 
swag to the cause. 

The June 16 show will feature perfor¬ 
mances from Doctor KA, Big Sun and Dil- 
worth’s band the Barrelhousers. Recently, 
Dilworth and Berg say word of the com¬ 
pilations has spread well beyond their 
insular circle of musician friends, as bands 
they’ve never heard of before have begun 
hitting them up to be in the MIXTAPE 
series. With the first one barely under 
their belts, it’s a reminder of how much 
their city’s music scene wants to share 
itself with the world in any way possible. 

“There’s a certain amount of pressure 
that comes with that, but I feel honored 
that so many talented people want to be 
a part of the project,” Dilworth says. “It 
feels much bigger than us promoting our 
own bands.”

O nce upon a time, Hillcrest Park was the set¬ 
ting for celebrations that carried the youthful 
spirit of the turbulent '60s. Unfortunately for the 
disenfranchised, local residents didn'ttake all 
that rock & roll rubbish too well, and the city of 
Fullerton passed an ordinance that outlawed the 
use of sound amplification in the park. Due to the 
complaints and subsequent legislation, the park 
has remained relatively quiet since 1971. On June 
21, all of that will change thanks to some inspira¬ 
tion Glenn Georgieff brought backfrom France. 

Approximately 25 years ago, Fullerton resident 
Georgieff and his family lived in France. It was there 
that he discovered Fete de la Musique, a citywide 
celebration of music. "It was one of those things you 
would forget about until the day of the event," Geor¬ 
gieff recalls. "Then you were just pleasantly sur¬ 
prised when you walked out and there was music 
playing in different parts of town that you weren't 
expecting. And there was just that festival feeling." 

Originating in France in 1982, the festival has 
since spread to more than 700 cities in 120 coun¬ 
tries. After being additionally inspired by a music- 
business friend who organized the grassroots 
Bohemian Club Grove Festival in Northern Califor¬ 
nia, Georgieff was determined to bring Fullerton 
its own Day of Music. After hemming and hawing 
a bit, he got up the courage to start the ball rolling 
and contacted Michael Magoski (of Magoski Arts 
Colony), who initiated the rally cry of "Why not?" 

Before long, Georgieff was presenting his 
vision to the Fullerton City Council. His pitch 
involved a commingling of various community- 
based and American traditions. "I tried to talk 
about it in the big sense: the churches, it's a Sun¬ 
day, it's Father's Day, it's the longest day of the 
year—you know, things are sort of aligned for 
a festival like this to be successful," he recalls. 
"And surprisingly, City Council all just unani¬ 
mously thought it was a wonderful idea. And I 
guess, like Caesar, the die had been cast." 
Georgieff's vision for Day of Music Fullerton

is centered on three basic tenets of Fete de la 
Musique. It needs to be free to the public, any¬ 
one with an interest in participating is welcome 
to do so, and it must be organized within the 
guidelines of the hosting city. Georgieff's enthusi¬ 
asm was contagious, and he soon found himself 
surrounded by a dedicated, hands-on board of 
directors, including Fullerton Foundry owner 
Corky Nepomuceno. 

A champion of Fullerton community and cul¬ 
tural events, Nepomuceno points out the per¬ 
formances will take place in historical/landmark 
locations, including the Plummer Auditorium, 
which will feature silent movies with live accom¬ 
paniment on the theater's Wurlitzer pipe organ; 
the Muckenthaler Cultural Center, which is hav¬ 
ing its own annual Summer Solstice Festival in 
tandem with Day of Music; Fullerton Museum 
Plaza, which is featuring a number of programs 
such as one called Kats & Strats, where anyone 
with a string instrument is welcome to step 
onstage and join collective jams to "Louie, Louie" 
and "Smoke on the Water"; and, of course, 
Hillcrest Park, where Burger Records will be 
hosting its Burger Bowl, featuring Audacity, Gap 
Dream, MELTED and others. Naturally, there will 
be amplification. 

Nepomuceno enthuses that some musicians 
will be traveling from as far away as Hawaii and 
New York to join the community effort, proudly 
listing John Easdale and Steve Noonan among 
the performers. Meanwhile, Georgieff empha¬ 
sizes the homegrown nature of the event. "[If you] 
just have a little bit of music in your day on the 
Day of Music, you've achieved what we want," 
he says. "If you want to go and play guitar on the 
front porch of your house, or play piano, or play 
kazoo, or, you know, walk up and down the street 
with an accordion, go right ahead and do it."
